Some Hickory Handles will become crooked 
and some warped even though they are 
kiln dried (Never buy Handles that are not 
kiin dried—almost 40 percent of the Han- 
dies made today are not kiln dried). SEAL 
BRANDS ARE ALWAYS KILN DRIED. 





It is very easy for you to straighten any 
kiln dried handles that should become 
crooked (or bent) in your stock. Place the 

handle in a vice at the point where it is 
most crooked—Use two small pieces of 
wood between the handle and the jaws 
of the vice. Close vice 
tight, then push the end of 
the handle away or pull 
toward you —Try It—It is easy.

—7 Severely warped (or twisted) handles are 
defective because they are hard fo use 
efficiently and effectively. We replace 


those severely warped handles pro- 
vided they are not over six months old — 
Remember, not over six months old. 












You can prevent a great percentage of 
crooked and warped handles by not 
over buying (always buy a few dozen 

at a time and from your jobber only). 
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By all means try to keep your handles 
in a cool place—Never near stoves, 
furnaces, heat pipes or near roofs and 
ceilings. Always keep handles lying 
flat and not on ends except just a 

few for display purpose 
but sell them often.
